Article  1.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  one  Select- 
man for  three  years,  one  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for 
three  years,  one  Library  Trustee  for  three  years,  a 
Town  Treasurer,  an  Auditor,  one  or  more  Highway  Ag- 
ents, and  all  other  necessary  town  officers  and  agents 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  officers  and 
agents  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

Article  3.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  town  officers'  sal- 
aries and  expenses,  for  repairs,  maintenance  and  con- 
struction of  highways  and  bridges,  for  the  support  of 
the  Town  Library,  for  the  support  of  the  town  poor,  for 
the  observance  of  Memorial  Day  and  Old  Home  Day, 
and  for  all  necessary  town  charges  and  expenses  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept 
State  Aid  for  construction  of  Class  II  road  known  as 
"River  Road",  and  raise  and  appropriate  or  set  aside 
for  said  purpose  the  sum  of  $1366.50,  or  to  accept  State 
Aid  for  Construction  of  Class  V  roads  and  raise  and  ap- 
propriate or  set  aside  for  said  purpose  the  sum  of 
$617.25. 


Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  for 
the  control  of  White  Pine  Blister  Rust. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  $100., 
based  on  l-100th  of  1%  of  assessed  valuation,  for  the 
town's  share  of  cooperative  participation  in  the  White 
Mountains  Region  Association. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $50.00  for  a  dental  clinic  in 
the  schools  of  the  town. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow 
a  discount  of -2%  on  1939  property  taxes  paid  in  full  on 
or  before  July  3rd. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  dis- 
pense with  the  delivery  of  inventory  blanks  until  April 
1st. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate 
acquired  through  tax  collector's  deed. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  es- 
tablish a  Bath  Historical  Commission  to  prepare  the 
manuscript  of  aliistory  of  the  Town  from  its  earliest 
times,  the  completed  manuscript  to  be  given  to  the  Se- 
lectmen not  later  than  February  1943.  The  Commis- 
sion to  be  composed  of  the  following  citizens:  Prof. 
Stearns  Morse,  chairman  and  editor-in-chief;  Miss  Cor- 
rine  Nutter ;  Miss  Annie  Hibbard ;  Mrs.  Martha  Beattie ; 
Mrs.  Walter  Chase;  Mrs.  Katherine  B.  Glover;  Mrs. 
Marion  M.  Child ;  and  George  C.  Minot

In  looking  ahead  for  next  year  we  should  plan  to 
buy  some  adjustable  desks  and  seats  for  the  primary 
room.  Due  to  the  increased  number  in  the  first  four 
grades  it  has  been  necessary  to  borrow  extra  desks 
from  the  grammar  room.  These  will  have  to  be  return- 
ed in  the  fall  and  others  provided  to  take  their  place. 
For  the  high  school  a  few  more  tablet  arm  chairs  would 
be  a  convenience,  while  some  additions  to  the  laboratory 
equipment  will  be  necessary.  According  to  indications 
at  this  time  the  school  will  not  be  any  larger  than  it  i$ 
this  year  though  the  tuition  list  may  increase  by  two  or 
three  pupils.  For  a  detailed  account  of  the  activities  of 
the  high  school,  I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  re- 
port of  the  headmaster,  which  follows  this.

The  record  of  attendance  for  the  high  school  to 
date  has  been  very  good.  The  per  cent  of  attendance 
has  increased  with  each  successive  four-week  period. 
The  illness  and  unfavorable  weather  conditions  which 
accompany  winter  are  taking  their  toll  and  an  unavoid- 
able decrease  in  attendance  is  anticipated. 

The  range  of  academic  ability  found  in  our  school 
is  characteristic  of  all  schools.  It  is  such  that  it  pro- 
duces a  good  standard  of  scholarship  throughout  the 
high  school  grades. 

Most  school  activities  are  managed  by  the  stu- 
dents. The  Bath  High  School  Student  Council  com- 
bines the  activities  of  the  athletic  association  and 
others  that  the  school  must  carry  on.  The  Student 
Council  Advisory  Board  meets  with  the  headmaster 
when  joint  action  is  necessary.  Students  have  proved 
very  cooperative  and  capable  in  planning  assemblies, 
financial  campaigns,  and  appointing  executors  of  du- 
ties relative  to  school  management. 

The  single  session  plan  is  being  continued  this 
year  and  is  proving  very  satisfactory.  I  believe  its  ad- 
vantages far  outweigh  its  disadvantages. 
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The  athletic  program  for  the  fall  term  consisted  of 
touch  football.  An  outdoor  gym  period  for  boys  and 
girls  was  arranged  two  days  a  week  during  activities 
period.  It  is  expected  that  this  activity  will  be  carried 
"on  in  the  spring.  Both  boys  and  girls  are  playing  in  the 
Ammonoosuc  Valley  Basketball  League  this  winter. 
The  members  of  both  squads,  new-comers  and  veterans 
alike,  show  the  character  of  the  good  winner  and  loser 
at  home  and  when  invading  an  opponent's  court.  Train- 
ing in  this  line  will  be  useful  and  remembered  long  af- 
ter the  individual  basketball  game  is  forgotten. 

It  does  not  seem  advisable  for  the  high  school  to 
attempt  the  sponsorship  of  an  interscholastic  winter 
sports  meet. 

It  is  regretted  that  the  music  program  is  not  more 
adequate.  Music,  whether  instructional  or  recreative, 
is  a  life  factor  for  which  there  is  no  substitute. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appre- 
ciation to  the  townspeople  of  Bath,  to  fellow  teachers, 
to  school  officials,  and  to  students  who  have  made  our 
school  program  effective  to  the  ends  for  which  it  is  de- 
signed.

The  above  figures  show  that  the  schools  are  lar- 
ger than  they  were  last  year.  It  is  not  likely,  however, 
that  there  will  be  any  increase  in  the  fall.  As  there  is 
only  one  senior  to  graduate  and  five  from  the  eighth 
grade  to  enter  high  school,  there  will  probably  be  a 
small  increase  in  high  school  attendance. 

There  seem  to  be  no  large  repairs  of  any  urgent 
nature  in  prospect.  The  roofs  of  the  different  buildings 
have  been  reshingled  so  recently  they  should  not  re- 
quire much  outlay  for  some  time.  Banking  is  being 
tried  at  the  Pettyboro  school  this  winter  with  good  re- 
sults. It  might  increase  the  warmth  and  save  fuel  if 
banking  paper  were  used  around  the  Swiftwater  and 
Nutter  buildings.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  current 
has  not  been  brought  to  the  Pettyboro  district,  so  the 
school  might  be  equipped  with  lights.  There  are  a  good 
many  days  in  the  winter  when  the  room  is  too  dark  for 
comfort  and  the  most  efficient  work. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  have  so  many  parents  and 
friends  come  to  the  schools  at  times  when  special  ex- 
ercises have  been  held.  We  should  be  glad  to  have  visits 
made  on  days  when  the  regular  work  is  going  on.  The 
teachers  and  superintendent  will  be  pleased  to  confer 
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any  time  with  parents  regarding  problems  affecting 
the  welfare  of  the  children.
